Favors for Interior Banks. 
rediscounts have been ac- 
commodations and have not brought 
cent' of -currency to the discounting 
banks, they do not feel that they should 
be ealled on to supply the currency in 
small amounts under such conditions, It 
is not usual except in special cases to 
ship all that is asked, Dut about one- 
half usually shipped, the proportion 
varying according to the cash strength 
of the bank calling for coin or ag the 
demand is for legitimate purposes. Spe- 
cial favor is shown to the small Interior 
banks where there is no clearing house, 
because it is realized that they are not 
in a position to count wpon cooperation 
and the use of clearing house certificat<s, 
as in the case of communities having a 
number of strong institutions. 

Cotton Movement Checked,

“We made personal visitation and careful 
inspection of the road bed and track of said 
road reported to be in the worst condition by 
said inspector, and find that wherever he 
has" reported bolts, angle-bars, and broken 
angie-bars, or haif angle-bars, the conditions 
are exactly as reported, and show a careful 
and intelligent inspection, except that at the 
point Visited we found two angle-bars broken 
not reported by the inspector, which is ac- 
counted for by the fact that they were on 
the opposite sidg from that on which he 
walked, and could not be visible except to a 
person walking on both sides of the track 

‘“As to the highest percentage of rotten 
crogsties reported by the inspector, we desire 
to sav that. we visited the track at that 
point and made careful investigation. We do 
not think that the estimate, and it was only 
an estimate, is justified by the actual condl- 
tions. We think the percentage of rotton 
crossties which need immediate replacement 
is leas than réeperted. We think that 15 per 
cent would cover the ties that should e 
replaced at once, and while we cannot say 
that the road BR amMglly ‘danger@gus at this 
point at the present time, not only from our 
inspection of the track and observing. heavy 
and fast traing passing over it, yet we recom- 
mend that the commission order said road to 
have replaced at once the missing and broken 
bolts and angle-bars, as reported by the in- 
spector, and that the rotten crossties as in- 
dicated be replaced as hereafter ordered at 
the various designated points.

AQ GOVERNMENT EXPERTS 


ARE WORKING IN GEORGIA 


Giving Farmers Instructions in Forestry, Dairy, Seed 
Selection, Culture Methods, Crop Ro- 
tation and Soil Survey. 


— 


The experts go to the farmer and 
ask him to set aside so much land, three 
or four acres, and then try the meth- 
ods they advocate tn that part of their 
farm and watch the results. ‘The im- 
provement [{n the crops is manifest to 
the farmer, of course, and the chances 
are the next year he will be trying the 
new method exclusively. 

The number of experts to be put at 
work in Georgia is not déftnitely 
known, but parties in close touch with 
the work say that by this time next 
year there will be at least one hun- 
dred government employees’ teaching 
the farmers. 

This agricultural education school, in 
which the farmer stays at some, and 
the teacher goes to him, was started by 
the government some six or seven years 
ago in Texas and was successful from 
the start. Last year government work- 
ers entered Alabama for the first time. 
Work in Georgia began about October 
28. The whole state will be covered, 
but of course, it will take some time, 
probably a year or more, to reach every 
section. 

The federal workers have persuaded a 
large number of farmers in those coun- 
ties they have already visited to try 
their methods. It {s their intentfon to 
pledge about fifty farmers in each coun- 
ty. 


and’ successfully government 
experts, assigned to Georgla by the 
United States agricultural department, 
are mingling with the farmers of the 
state, giving them instructions in for- 
estry, dairy work, seed selectton, cul- 
ture methods, crop rotation, road build- 
ing and soil survey. 

There has been so little said of this 
work in the newspapers that Georgians 
living in the cities of the state have 
hardly been aware of the movement but 
the farmers in many sections have al- 
ready felt the good effects, for the num- 
ber of experts placed in the state by the 
government has increased so rapidly 
that there are now in the neighborhood 
of forty men engaged in this work. 

Five experts have been at work dur- 
ing the past week in the Seventh dis- 
teaching soil survey, road build- 
ing, seed selection and dairy work. In 
this district the government has already 
used a great deal of improved machin- 
ery showing how road building should 
be conducted. 

Work will begin on Monday at George- 
town, Ga.. and in surrounding terri- 
tory. The state is being worked by 
congressional districts. |

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EDUCATION WAS THEME | 


The Education of Georgia’s White Children Was the Key- 
Note of Yesterday’s Session at Tifton. ; 


: By ISMA 


Tifton, Ga., November 8.—(Special.)}— 
Activity and enthustastic interest 
marked the three sessions closing the 
eleventh annual meeting of the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. The au- 
djences ineluded not only delegates to 
the convention, but men and women 
representing every intexest in this sec- 
tion. 

In ‘compliment 
Superintendent 


to the club women, 
Timmons, of the pub- 
lic schools, closed the schools today, 
that the teachers and senior pupils 
might attend the convention. The 
Women's Club of Valdosta attended the 
meeting in a body, led by their presi- 
dent, Mrs. West, the wife of State Sen- 
ator West. 
Mre. Park’s Report. 

At the morning session a report of 
paramount interest was that of Mrs. 
Robert Emory Park, cnairman of edu- 
cation of the state federation. She set 
forth the work belng done by Georgia 
club women in educational matters, 
and her report will be published in 
full. Among the things done by this 
committee was the compiling of a cir- 
cular explaining the educational! needs 
of the state. This circular has. been 
pronounced by Mrs. Platt Decker, pres- 
ident of the national federation, and 
by officers of the National Civic Fed- 
eration of New York as a model of 
its kind. 

Mrs. G. A. Alexander, representing 
Mrs. Walter B. IJill, made a _ report 
relative to the school inrprovement 
work in Georgia, explaining the pur- 
poses of the work, its relation to state 
education and its relation to the edu- 
cational work of the clubs. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley explained in a brief 
address the werk of the model schools 
established by the club women of 
Georgia in different sections, the 
schools being the first in the state to 
inaugurate a system ana methods of 
education. along the tnore practically 
industrial lines. : 

Mrs. E. B. Heard of Elberton, Mrs. 
M. A. Lipscomb and Miss M. L.. John- 
son, directors of these schools, gave 
brief stories of them. showing their 
operation and success. They brought 
out the fact of the difficulty there is 
in getting parents as well as children 
to subscribe to the new system .of 
education, which scems to adapt the 
education of the child to his needs 
and the needs of his environment. At- 
tention was called to an exhibit made 
by the children of the three model 
schools, which showed that the hand 
aS well as the head was being trained, 
Ths exhibit contained carved wood 
furniture, baskets, hats and mats wove 
from native grasses, and not without 
artistic merits: plain sewing, hem- 
stitching, drawnwork, lacework. pre- 
serves, jellies and canned products. 

Many Awards Received. 

Mrs. Eugene Heard, who asa Georgia 
club woman installed the exhibit of 
@ model school at‘ the Jamestown ex- 
position, reported that many awards 
had been recelved, and that the school 
was according to the mode} of the three 
established by Georgia club women at 
Danielsville. Cass Station and Floyd 
county. Professor T.. J. Woofter here 
arose and said that the model school 
eStablished by Mrs. Heara at the James- 
town exposition was generally noticed 
to be the best feature of the exposi- 
tion's educational exhibit. He also 
thanked the state federation for their 
cooperation in the matter of separating 
the idea of traditional and practical 
education in the minds of the people 
of the rural districts.

Child Labor Discassed. 

Mrs. A. O. Granger, of 
general federation secretary for Georgia, 
talked of the effects of child legislation 
in Georgia. She said although the pres- 
ent law restricting child labor is not yet 
entirely in’operation, we may well study 
its effect as well ag make the improve- 
ments needed in the remedial legislation. 
The fact that the children under twelv® 
who have been set free from the mills 
are not all in school does not prove 
that it was a mistake to take them from 
the company of wage earners. It only 
betrays the fact that a large propor- 
tlon of Georgia’s white population is 6v 
ignorant that it does not feel the need 
Of education. Those who have been 
working in educational lines have long 
known the difficulty of intresting both 
parents and children in school work, 
hence our need of a compulsory edutmi- 


mal occupation of children. 

With the first of next January 
children under fourteen years can be 
emiployed unless they have attended 
school for at least three months during 
the year, this provision being a smail 
compulsory education bill, since it wiil 
conupel children to go to school in order 
that they may afterwards obtain employ- 
men. The owners and managers of our 
great cotton mils are, ag a rule, striving 
t> ahserve the law, but what of other 
occupations?

Law Must Be Extended, 


ers. or cCigurs. or: overads, or bonnets 
must be compelled to obey the law and 
the tiny newsboys must be in school 
instead of at work.

The exceptions of the law 
must be for a provision for really needy 
mothers. No child must work over ten 
hours a day and none under sixteen 
should be employed at night. .

Tt is the work of the women of this 
federation to help in bringing the gpeedy 
passage of laws providing for these im- 
provements. We must also help by vot- 
ing and protesting against infringements 
of the law which come under our own 
observation. If the members of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animais do not hesitate to act when 
they see a docked horse or a crue] cbeck- 
rein, surely we need not fear to speak 
for the children of our commonwealth.

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THE SUPREME COURT 
TO DEFINE WHISKY 


The Liquor Interests, However. Are 
tnable to Agree on Test Cases 
for the Hearing. 

(From The Baltimore American.) 
Washington, October 28.—Negotiations 
are now pending between Attorney 
General Bonaparte ang Messrs. J, J. 
Hemphill and A. S. Worthington, of 
Worthington, Heald & Co., which will re- 
sult shortly in a test case of those pro- 
visions of the pure food law which apply 
to the labeling of whisky. Messrs. 
Hemphill and Worthington represent, as 
counsel, the Wilson Distilling Company, 
of Baltimore. They have submitted to 
Mr. Bonaparte a statement of facts to 
be made the basis of the test of the law, 
and Mr, Bonaparte has replied, making 
some suggestions and alterations. The 
correspondence is still in progress, but 
there is every reason to believe that an 
entirely satisfactory arrangement will 
be reached this week whereby the ques- 
tion can ultimately reach the suprem® 
court of the Uniteg States for a decision. 

The rectifying and distilling interests 
of the entire country have been very 
eager for a final decision of the legality 
of the decisions of the department of 
agriculture ever since those dccisions 
have been promulgated. They have 
viewed with impatience the long-drawn 
negotiations between the department of 
justice and Mr. Warwick Hough, the 
general counsel for the whisky Interesig 
opposeg to the decision, which have now 
lasted nearly six months, and which 
have peen practically abandoned by Mr, 
Bonaparte as giving no promise to ulti- 
mate adjustment, 

The Wilson Distilling Company has. 
therefore, of itg own accord, directed 
Messrs. Hemphill and Worthington, two 
of the foremost atorneys in Washing- 
ton, to arrange a test case jrrespective 
of the activities of Mr. Hough, and it 
is evident that Messrs. Hemphill and 
Worthington have geucceeded in discover- 
ing proper methods to pursue for the 
arrangement of the test case, No crim-

general insists contains statements which they 
cannot admit to be true and which would 
amount to an admission upon their part that 
they have no case. 

The club which is being held over the rec- 
tifiers is that if they do not agree to the 
attorney general's terms he will authorize 
the institution of general prosecutions with- 
out waiting for the courts to pass upon the 
question of ‘“‘What ig whisky?’’ It seems 
inconceivaWe, however, that the attorney 
gcneral of the United States would take such 
& position, since it would ruin an enormous 
business, for which no reparation could be 
made if the court should finally decide that 
the attorney general was wrong. There are 
those who assert that, even though the mak- 
ing of a test case upon an agreed statement 
of facts should be abandoned, the attorney 
genera] will pick out certain cases from those 
which may be transmitted to him from the 
department of agriculture and use them for 
the purpose of a test case to decide the ques- 
tions at issue, and hold all the other cases 
in abeyance until the first cases: have been 
decided. This seems the more reasonable 
course, though the department will not com- 
mit itself {in advance. 

Contrary to the Impression which has here- 
tofore prevailed, the rectifiers and blenders 
have been endeavoring to make a test case 
since the middle of last June, and the delay 
in the matter has been due to the unwilling- 
ness of the attorney general to accept any of 
the several statements which were prepared 
and submitted by thoir attorney, because the 
agreement of facts related only to admissions 
as to what the respective distilled spirits were 
and how they had been produced. It is now 
pointed out as a significant fact that the 
distilled spirit which the attorney general 
wishes the rectifierg to admit has never been 
known as whisky js a distilled spirit which 
the government has been branding as whisky 
ever gince it has been produced whenever it 
was reduced in proof by the addition of 
water, so as to make it potable. The pertinent 
question then arises, ‘‘How can one depart- 
ment of the government successfully prose- 
cute a dealer for selling @ distilled spirit as 
‘whisky’ when the brand ‘whisky’ was put 
upon the package containing it by the offl-

Professor Ackerman, 
department of the State University of 
Georgia, introduced Mr. Mills, whose 
direct simplicity of thought, action, 
and expression caught the ear of his 
audience at As he taixed the 
majesty of his subject became impressed 
upon his hearers and with the power o: 
the gentus he is, he carried them witn 
him through mountains and made them 
feel the very atmosphere inspiring his 
subject. 

There never was heard sweeter poetry 
of trees, of running brooks, of the si- 
lent places, of nature, of the songs of 
birds, and of the great world lessons in 
the deep forests. He spoke straight 
from his heart to the neart of every 
woman present and made them feel how 
the tie between nature and 

nature, and how necessary one 
the protection of the other. 
Spoke First of Sentiment. 

Mills first discussed the forests 
the standpoint of sentiment, the 
lofty influence of life among them, 
and brought out the fact that the great 
men and women of ages had loved the 
trees and reached out for their pro- 
tection. He spoke at length of the cli- 
matic influences of the forests, and the 
bad effects of their wanton @estruc- 
tion upon our agricultural development. 
He spoke of the relation of forestry to 
natural irrigation, and of the present 
relation of forests and the lumber in- 
dustry,

He urged the study of trees in 
schools, especially in the runa] schools, 
and pointed out that it was .one which 
teacher and pupil could master togeth- 
er. . He pointed out the present gen- 
erosity of the government in giving 
free literature on the subject wherever 
it was asked, and of their willingness to 
lend aid in any way or in any section 
where the destruction of forests was 
imminent. He asked the club women of 
ihe state, to whom he came as a direct 
messenger from the government, to aid 
in spreading information and Hterature 
pertaining to forests and to take eteps 
in training children to know and love 
the forests through nature study. 

Mr. Ritchie’s Speech. 

Mr. Ritchie, in his earnest, strafght- 
forward manner, appealed the 
ntountain people of North Georgia, and 
asked aid in the eonduct and matnte- 
nance of the industrial school at Ra- 
bun Gap. 

Hie gave a brief history of the moun- 
tain people, of their origin, thetr {sola- 
tion for generations, their present con- 
ditions, and their need of education. 
Hie spoke of the struggle to build the 
school and the difficulty of getting pu- 
pils and parents to accept the kgnds of 
education that was practical for them. 
He referred to the mountain people as 
an unused, untrained people {nour 
midst, where there was the greatest 
need for them, and pleaded for the com 
tinued cooperation of the club !n the 
work of the school. His simple human 
story was one of the most impressive 
features of the convention. 

In the afternoon, an interesting feat- 
ure was the paper read by Mrs. Robert 
Taylor, of Griffin, on our domestic ser- 
vice problem, which she believed club 
women could help in solving. Mrs. Mc- 
Cabe’s report on Hbrary work tn the 
rural district was second to none in 
importance, and was another indication 
of the energetic work of club women.

TROUBLE SET IN 


Stock Exchange Shows Specu- 
alive Activity 


Market Responsive to Dealings, and 
There Was a Scarcity of Offer- 
ings—Some Signs of Resamp- 
tion of Operations 
on Margin. 


New York, November 8.—Th+ere was 8 
more pronounced stirring of speculative 
activity in the stock market today than 
at any period since the recent period of 
disturbance set in. The fact was as- 
sociated in the current conjectures over 
the origin of these operations in the 
neighborhood of the stock exchange, 
with the recent return from vacation 
trips abroad of some of the large market 
operators who dropped out of the dea!l- 
ings completely several months ago. The 
manifest pressure to convert into ready 
resources some very large holdings of 
the Uniteg States Steel sinking fund 
bonds and the fact that the transfer 
of control of Tennessee Coal and Jron 
Company to the United States Steel Cor- 
poration had made large noldings of 
these bonds available to the most prom- 
inent of the former speculative opera< 
tors, gave plausibility to the supposition 
as to the identity of the personal buy- 
ing. The market was found responsive 
to the dealings ang retiected the same 
condition of scarcity of offerings which 
hag been the negative evidence of re- 
turning confidence for several days past. 
The banks continue their attitude of 
disfavor towards large speculative oper- 
ations, but the manifest signs of a re- 
sumption of operations on margin, of a 
considerable scale, indicated that this 
obstacle ha tbeen overcome in some 
manner. The conspicuous buying was 
concentrated on a limited number of 
stocks, but the upward movement was 
fairly comprehensive, although uneven, 
The great trunk line railroad stocks, 
both east and west, were the favorit«s, 
especially Union Pacific, Pennsylvania 
and Reading, and the leading. industrial 
stocks, including the Uniteg Stutes Steel 
stocks, Amalgamated Copper and Amer- 
ican Smelting. The call money market 
was, in fact, appreciably easier, and there 
were conspicuous additiong to the lend- 
ers on call at the stock exchange, mes» 
cluding banking and trust companies, 
whith have been distinguished for their 
abstention from this form of lending for 
Many days past. Estimates of the 
week's cash changes as usually made 
up preliminary to .he bank statement 
were exceedingly confused and necessa- 
r of the fact that samé-ot 
banks withheld the usual informa- 
tion on which these estimates are based. 
The movement to the interior has con- 
tinued heavy, as ways to be expected, but 
the downyard tendency of prices was 
practically uninterrupted up to the clos- 
ing, but still left many substantial net 
gains on the day. The advance in .the 
official discount rate of the Imperial 
Bank of Germany was practically ig- 
nored. It had been clearly foreseen and 
the continued trading engagements of 
gohj for import detracted from the total 
gales, par value, $4,668,000.
